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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-1 1 and 52-78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rosenstock et al. (US 6458121). Rosenstock et aL disclose a. high 
frequency electrosurgical system comprising an electrical power generator (28), a 
controller (48) and an electrosurgical tool (16), a distal interface pod (26), a control unit 
(18), a splitter (38), a plurality of power amplifiers (36a, b), a power combiner (40), a 
feedback circuit and a set of user inputs (figure 7). Rosenstock et al. teach all of the 
limitations of the claims except the generator being configured to produce electrical 
power in an essentially sinusoidal waveform having a total harmonic distortion of less 
than 5%. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to configure the generator to produce electrical power in an 
essentially sinusoidal waveform having a total harmonic distortion of less than 5%, as a 
mere design choice since electrosurgical generators producing sinusoidal waveforms 
are old and well known in the art.
